Chicagoans, pointed out the 
continually increasing number of un- 
employed men and predicted a serious 
situation if remedies were not provided 
They held that large con- 
struction activities by the government 
would stimulate private industry. As 
private industry increased the govern- 
ment could lessen its work gradually 
and thus eventually place industry 
back on @ normal basis. 


Chicago Work Held Up. 


It was indicated that more than 
$106,000,000 in’ contemplated building 
censtruction is being tempérarily held 
up in Chicago alone by fear of break- 
ing prices and doubt as to the future. 
Large government operations, it was 
said, would tend to give confidence, 
keep wages from breaking suddenly, 
and permit a gradual reduction later} 
as the cost of living subsided.

The little girl was 
fitted with glasses and thereafter sat 
quietly at her desk during school hours, 
Her scholarship quickly equaled that of 
the class average.

These schools were as good as any in 
the ‘60s, and yet Teddy went through 
school] until] he reached an age where he 
owned a gun and went shooting before 
any one suspected that he was seriously 
handicapped by nearsightedness. The 
little girl went to school in Kansas. Her 
defect was detected and corrected be- 
fore her tenth year. But she came on 
about twenty-five years after Roosevelt. 
In that time there had been great im- 
provement in the care of children.

2. No. Dilute the milk with about one- 
third its volume of water or gruel.

—with little smoke. In the human furnace 
body fat, obesity, corresponds to sootiness. 
They mean incomplete combustion, lazy fires.’ 
too much coal. The best way to prevent the 
human fire from smoking is to refrain from 
emothering the fire with fuel. It is a bad 
idea to use a blow pipe—thyroid—to heat 
up the fire where the real trouble is too much 
coal. Thyroid disturbs other organs, which 
must function properly if health is to be 
maintained.

Camp Jessup, Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 5.— 
{Editor of The Tribune:]—I would like 
to take up a few minutes of your time 
in asking you a few questions. 
know, the southerners haven't any use 
for the northerners, and you never can 
get any information out of the people 
and newspapers down here. At present 
there are about 300 Chicago lads sta- 
tioned in this camp, and they are all 
waiting for your answer.

Many of these lads 
are ‘volunteers, like myself, and do you 
think it is right to hold them in service 
when they are releasing conscientious ob- 
jectors and draft evaders from federal 
prisons?

Dean himself—would accost a stranger 
on the street and ask to be directed to 
the lake front.

| the lake front. If a policeman chanced 
to be near by Dean would ask for di- 
rections, and the unwitting stranger 
would accompany him to see “the ex- 
plosion.”

Dean would express 
curiosity and then lure the “sucker” 
into the game. 


Turning Temple Around. 

It was Dean who also originated the 
incredible swindle of getting $5 from 
gullible persons who wanted to see the 
Masonic temple “turn around.” After 
getting the money Dean would tell

ment to give an order to the engineer. 
He would disappear in an alley and 
the “sucker” would wait at the cor- 
ner to see the twenty-one story build- 
ing turn around. | 

It was as a duly elected constable, 
however, that Dean was most in the 
spotlight.
